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BLACK BRANT AND CURLEW. 

What lake la this that ao peacefully sleeps In Its green girdle of 
hills on this February mornlng, sweet and fair as the brightest 
day of June* Over Its glassy face rolls bright and sparkling the 
beaded water from the dripping oar, as our boat glides along. 
Around ub, the merganser and the loon rise and disappear, and 
far away, water-fowl, white and black, loom up In the mirage. 
On the slope of land behind us lie some Indications of what Is to 
become a city, and beyond, the country rolls backward and up 
ward Into a table-land. As we recede farther and farther from 
the shore, white mountain-tops appear In the distance; then we 
see the dark blue below the snow-line; then behind, te right and 
to left, lower peaks of blue and gray rise In sight. 

It Is a wild and tumbling sea of land; “ a land where It 
seems always afternoon;” aland far beyond the orbit of the 
tramp, the chromo man and the Insurance agent; where the 
spinster Is not a burden, and the voice of the llghtntng-rod man 
la not beard; where the beggar can afford to ride, and to break¬ 
fast at ten; a land where one Is forgotten by some of hla old 
friends, and by others remembered the more kindly; where noth¬ 
ing la certain but death, and even that Is a remote contingency; a 
land yet Inviolate by Llmburger, the Bologna, or any other flavor 
of European civilization; a land of bees, birds, and rabbit-fed 
bachelors. 

This fair sheet of shining green water, so deep, so long, 
so safely locked against all storms, Is the harbor of San 
Diego; and the town that lies on yonder slope Is “ the future seat 

of empire of this vast Western-” half of San Diego County 

anyhow. 

And who are these two young gentlemen In the boat now gliding 
over the bay: the one bright aud blooming of countenance, with 
dark hair and soft black moustache, with a smile rippling around the 
corners of a well-cut mouth, and a twinkle of good-humor In his 
bright black eyes; the other of more sober and Intellectual face, 
once decidedly handsome, but now sunken and sallow? The 
first Is Dr. Belvllle, a young physician from San Francisco, who 
has come down to enjoy a few weeks of the Winter shooting of 
Southern California. The other Is Charles Norton, a young 
Bostonian, who has come to California to cure his consumption, 
which has not yet advanced so far as to preclude good hopes of 
recovery. Norton and Belvllle met on the steamer from San 
Francisco, and having arrived and got settled, Belvllle Is now 
taking bis new acquaintance across the bay of San Diego, to show 
him some of the coast shooting of this part of the state. Bel¬ 
vllle has been from boyhood an ardent sportsman, has made sev¬ 
eral hunting tours In Southern California, and is familiar with Its 
beet game and flsh preserves. Norton, In his school-days, when 
he used to spend part of his vacations at hla uncle’s farm, had a 
decided weakness for distressing gray squirrels with the flavor of 
cheap powder from the ancestral single-barreled shot-gun, nearly 
as ancient and long as the old clock on the landing (n the stair¬ 
way. But during many years of business life, he had not even 
touched a gun, and had everything to learn that a sportsman 
should know. 

On the steamer Belvllle had given Norton wbat so few, even of 
old and experienced physicians, seem able to give—good advice 
about amusing himself out of doors. “ The worst of all enemies,” 
he said, ‘with which an Invalid has to contend at a sanatarium, 
or resort for the effect of climate, Is ennui. Wherever you may go, 
whether to San Diego, Colorado, Florid', Mentone, Egypt, or Al¬ 
giers, this fiend will follow you. It la the same everywhere: a few 
days' sight-seeing, a few days' riding about, and then the ever¬ 
lasting sit, sit, alt, mope, mope, mope, relieved only by finding 
fault with the climate for not producing an Immediate cure, and 
by almost hourly comparison of symptoms and feelings with every 
other Invalid you happen to meet. Meanwhile, the face grows 
dally longer, the ribs thinner, and the cough deeper. The 
“ sight*” lose all their Interest; the Bcenery is a bore; you lose 
your appetite; and hypochondria fastens Itself upon you, and 
hastens your down-hill speed. Such Is the fate of many whom 
mistaken kindness sends away from the comfort* of home and 
friends, only to die among strangers In a far-off land. Of course, 
many come too late to be helped by anything; but a large num¬ 
ber also die through sheer Ignorance of how to Improve climatic 
advantages.” 

“ I have little doubt you are correct, though I had not thought 
of It before,” was Norton's reply. 11 But what amusements are 
there In this fag-end of creation?” 

“ The very best of all for an Invalid—light and easy hunting, 
with plenty of game. The game is Indeed Inferior to that of the 
East. No royal grouse with hoarse-resoundlng wing goes boom¬ 
ing like a shaft of darkness through the tangled biake. No long- 
billed beauty goes upward through the sapling grove with the 
whistling pinion, swift, twisting flight, and aristocratic colors that 
used to make me think that the preacher of old when he said, 
Vanity of vanities, all Is vanity,’ had never Inspected an Autumn 
woodcock over the rib of a good bammerlbss breech-loader loaded 
with Dlttmar powder. Aud dear little Bob White 1—excuse me, 

I can’t go on. It Is saddening to think of the difference.” 

Then there can’t be much pleasure." 

‘Oh, yes. Though Inferior, It Is game, nevertheless. And, 
moreover, what the sport lacks In the nobility of the game la 
more than made up by the great ease with which It may be fol¬ 
lowed. To be able to travel In almost any direction with a buggy 
1 saddle-horse—an article very cheap here— to 
stroll beneath soft, clear skies, over green sod and flowery hlll- 
will 1 SO mud to flounder through, no briers or saw-grass, 
with no chilled Angers, wet feet, or moequlto-rlddled face, and In 
» a tbree hour * h * Te 4,1 the shooting that a man should desire, 
nd that without going quarter of a mile from your buggy or 
,or one who has recovered from the foolish youthful pride 
n being 1 tough,’ ‘a tireless Hamper,' and so on, Is hunting par 
” fence. And such is Winter hunting here.” 


'* I once liked hunting, but never was anything of a shot. And 
I have not tried It for years,” said Norton. 

“Once In the field, I will warrant you a quick return of tbe old 
love, and In flood-tide, too. There la probably no part of the 
Union where a tyro can meet with such speedy success as here. 
When we get to 8an Diego, I will take you across the bay and 
Introduce you to some of the feathered gentry. One glimpse of 
black brant will wake you from your long sleep like an electric 
shock.” 

Belvllle then took Norton to his state-room and showed him 
hie new hammerless, self-cocking breech-loader with all Its shin¬ 
ing accouterments, fancy coat, etc., and as Norton gazed upon 
them and beard their owner explain their various excellences, and 
wax eloquent over the virtues of Dlttmar powder, choke-bores, 
and chilled shot, he began to feel strange emotions springing up 
from some hitherto unknown corner of his soul. And when Bel¬ 
vllle took him to where his dog, Prince, a sleek pointer of liver 
color and white, was chained on the lower deck, and saw the dog 
lick his chops, lash hlB tall, and stretch hla claws on the floor; 
and heard him, with sparkling eyes fixed on his master, whine 
and yelp with joyful recollections as Belvllle told bow tbe veterau 
had pointed woodcocks In New Jersey swamps, sniffed the fra¬ 
grance of the ruffed grouse In Pennsylvania, skimmed the frosty 
stubbles In Maryland; how many pinnated grouse had fallen 
before him In Minnesota, and how many ducks he had retrieved 
in an evening from the dense tules of tbe Sacramento, Norton’s 
faint emotions broke Into a decided tumult. 

" I'll have to try some of that sport right away," said he. "I’m 
sorry now I didn’t bring a gun with me.” 

“ You can get pretty well fitted out In San Diego,” said Bel¬ 
vllle. “ They have gun-stores, aud Indeed all kinds of stores, far 
better than you would suppose. And you can soon get from San 
Francisco anything they cannot furnish you at Ban Diego.” 

It required but a short time, after Norton got well rested at 
San Diego, to equip him with a fair breech-loader and plenty of 
cartridges, a coat and hat of the col »r of sea-weed, and a pair of 
rubber boots. From one of the many hospitable and accommo¬ 
dating sportsmen there Belvllle soon borrowed a boat, twenty-live 
or thirty black brant decoys, and a light box, low and broad, and 
of sea-weed or mud color, to be used as a blind. This was not a 
regular sink-box, or floating battery, but a movable blind, light 
and dry, easily shifted from place to place along the wet and 
muddy shores. 

With this oul fit, our friends were now crossing the bay, the 
box containing the decoys being towed behind the boat. Under 
the vigorous strokes of Belvllle, who was used to rowing, they 
soon crossed tbe bay and turned Into Spanish Blgbt just as the 
tide began to ebb. A few moments more brought them to a 
narrow place near the upper end of the Bight, half a mile or so 
from where the surf was booming against the sand spit that 
formed the end of the Bight. There they anchored the box at 
tbe outer edge of the grass and sea-weed that fringed the shore, 
and placed the decoys In the water some thirty yards farther out. 
Collecting more sea-weed, they made the fringe complete, so as 
to hide the box, and Norton took his seat In It. while Belvllle 
took the boat away several hundred yards along the shore. Then 
returning, he ordered Prince to lie down In some weeds on shore, 
and tbe well-trained dog obeyed. Then Belvllle got Into the box, 
and be and Norton laid themselves In It lengthwise and opposite 
to each other, the bottom of tbe box resting on the mud. 

After they were thus disposed, some ten minutes passed away 
with no signs of game. Life enough there was, but not of the 
kind they wanted. Around them, the gull winged bis unwearied 
flight; little fish-hawks of almost pure white shot from on high 
Into the water; divers, shags, and flsh-ducks of various kinds 
dove, swam, or “ skittered” along In front; the grey pelican with 
his long lancet outstretched, poised In bis dignified flight, dropped 
with a heavy chug into the water, and comlog up again, bolted 
with true American expedition the breakfast he had caught; 
while bunches of small snipe went hissing by with rapid wing. 
But they had not waited long, when Belvllle suddenly said: 

“ Down close now I Here comes a flock of curlew. The tide Is 
now low en> ugh for the birds to fly." 

Swiftly up the Bight came a flock of birds about the size of 
small teal, and winding around tin turns In the Bhoro, In a 
moment were almost over the blind. With breasts of light buff, 
wings nearly the same color underneath, and long bills out¬ 
stretched, the birds looked like gigantic woodcocks whose bills 
had been warped into crescents by the dryness of tbe climate. 
Their “ ieeUa-Uct, teet-a-leel" went ringing across the Bight, as 
Belvllle raised his gun, upon which they pitched and wheeled in 
all directions. But one descended with a splash at the crack of 
the first barrel of the gun, and as It struck the water the second 
barrel rang out, and another bird came whirling down with his 
wings broken and Bprawllng. 

Prince still lay In the grass, head up, awaiting his master’sorder 
to fetch the birds. At tbe word he bounded Into the water and 
started first for the wounded bird which he brought to the edge 
of the box, his eye sparkling with satisfaction, and delivered to 
his master without a feather ruffled. He then brought In the 
other, shook the water from his dripping coat, and went back to 
lie down at tbe command. 

After they bad waited a few minutes more, another clear, pene¬ 
trating “ tcst-a-leet, Uet-a-Uet" came ringing from tbe distance, and 
a larger flock than before came rapidly following the sound of the 
cry, now massing like an armed bosh now scattering like leaves 
before the wind, then closing up again In solid column. As they 
flew low, and close to the box, Belvllle whispered to Norton to 
take the first shot. As Norton raised himself a little to Bhoot, 
the penetrating cry of the flock, still repeated,so startled him that 
he missed the upward-darting and swerving birds, first with one 
barrel and then with the other. But as they hurried off In alarm, 
Belvllle pacified one with hla first barrel, and materially enhanced 
the speed of the rest with the other. 

Another flock came winding up the line of the shore, Just as 
Prince was bringing In Belvllle’s prey; and seeing the dog, the 
birds swung out some fifty yards from the box. Norton fired 
again, and from the rear of the flock a bird settled with a cere 
bro-splnal Incongruity Into the water. 

“ A good long shot, thatl" exclaimed Belvllle. " If you had 


held at the front line of the flock, you would have got more, per- 
baps. However, one Is good enough. But here comes another 
bunch. With this ebbing tide they are flying fast now ” 

_ L °'! ?' 0D * the water, and not twenty yards from the box, this 
flock drifted by, their loug, curved bills, dark eyes, and brown 
backs shining In the suu, thirty or forty of them, all advancing In 
even and swift array, Norton felt a strange sensation as along 
the smooth, trim barrels of his gun he saw the sickle-bill and 
brown wings of the foremost bird; and his heart beat hard as he 
pulled the trigger, and saw through the smoke the fast sailor 
lower his jib, reef in its sails, aod anchor In the shallow water. 

“ Isn t this splendid I” he said, as he took down hla gun. 

a I ,, thl ?!‘ P^ty good game, though they are little hunted 
here,” said Belvllle. 

"Do they fly like this every day?" 

"At ebb tide they do. At low tide they are busy feeding on 
the flats, and at high tide they are on land, or up the Inlets wait¬ 
ing for the ebb. There are thousands of blrdson (hla bay and 
in the tide-waters of California generally; but they are hard to 
get at except in this way. There Is another kind larger than 
these, but so much slower and tamer, that there is reallv little 
fun in shooting them. At least, all T have seen were so Thev 
are of a dark cinnamon color, with dark bronze wings, glossy as 
those of a wild turkey. I think It is too early for them vet as I 
never have seen them much before April. I have seen them In 
May at San Luis Rey, tame enough to shoot with a pistol—pro¬ 
vided one was a good shot, of course.” 

And what Is this dim line of dark bodies fast looming over 
yonder sand spit to seaward, and which our friends are too busy 
talking to seel The line, rapidly rising In the western blue uow 
changes Into two long converging strings, and the V-shaped 
train bears swiftly down. It Is not strange that you cannot 
name them; for rare Is the man who has ever seen one east of the 
Pacific coast. They are too small for geese; their stroke of wing 
Is too fast, and they cleave the air too swiftly. Nor are thev or¬ 
dinary brant; their stroke of wing Is still too fast. Nor are they 
mallards; for they are much too large, are nearly black In color 
and grow blacker yet and more shiny as they approach 

Now they sweep by about one hundred yards out, and change 
color fast. A white collar appears around the glossy black 
neck, and the dark breast shades swiftly Into white. Like a 
procession of sable gentlemen In black broadcloth, white neck¬ 
ties, and long white aprons pinned around behind, they glide 
past with a wah-oout, wah-ooulc” that arouses Belvllle from his 
carelessness, and be leaves to Norton’s Imagination the conclu- 
Bion of & j >ke ho bu been Inflicting on him. 

“8o much for not watching I We must be careful now for 
When these chaps once start they come fast. Keep close down 
aud don’t move your gun or head until they are near enough and 
then be quick,” said Belvllle. * ' 

“ Those were brant, I suppose,” said Norton. 

the black brant, tbe finest of American water-fowl 
They are never found Inland, and will not cross even a point of 
land If they can fly around It. It Is said that this bay a D d False 
Bay, four miles above, are the only places In California where 
they are found. But It is a California weakness to like a monopoly 
of anything good, so It is permissible to doubt this statement. 
But It Is certainly a rare bird anywhere but here and the bays of 
Lower California. They are coming in now from the sea as the 
tide goes down.” 

Another dark line was fast rising above the high sand-bank 
that Bhut out the grumbling breakers toward the west, aod both 
men dropped low and were silent. On came the birds, widening 
out their line and growing darker and larger every second as 
they plied their swift black wings. In a slow but even curve 
they swept In toward the decoys, and the soft hiss of their 
stiffened sailing wings was becoming audible, when Norton get¬ 
ting anxious, turned his head a little to get a better look before 
rising to shoot. In a twinkling, there came from a dozen of the 
advance-guard the warning “ mah oouk! wah-oouk!" and instead 
of the black broadcloth vests and swallow-tailed coats, the ex¬ 
pectant hunters Baw only the snowy fluttering of the white skirts 
of fifty nether garments fast sheering away from them across the 
Blgbt. 

•‘You see they are gamy enough,” said Belvllle, laughing. 
You mu6t be careful not to move until re&dy to shoot. ” 

“ Are they very hard to shoot?” 

“Not hard to h£f, if they once get close enough; for although 
quicker far than any other kind of goose, they are still slower than 
a duck. But they shed shot as subscribers do editorial appeals 
to pry up, and even when they get a good charge, often bear up 
under It aa patiently and bravely as a school-boy under bis head¬ 
ache when school Is out. 

“ Down low now !” he added quickly, as another line of black 
dots appeared to tbe west. ” We’ll let these light, so as to give 
you a good shot. Don't move till you hear them settle In the 
water." . 

Swiftly the dark ranks advanced down the Bight, nearly a hun¬ 
dred strong. In two long, diverging lines, with a heavy bunch at 
the apex, they glided past, low down along the water, and just 
out of shot, winnowing the still, warm air with the rapid but gen¬ 
tle stroke of their glossy wings, their black necks, breasts, and 
white underwear pictured In tbe glassy surface below. 

“Don’t move an Inch," whispered Belvllle. “ They will come 
back.” 

For two or three hundred yards they tped straight on, then 
curling upward and sideways, they turned with long and grace¬ 
ful sweep, and with stiffened wings came sliding swiftly down 
tbe air, straight toward tbe decoys. Butjustasthey were curving 
their wings to settle, and tbe air began to hiss with their swift¬ 
ness, one among them cried “woA-eou*/” aod lb an instant tbe 
air throbbed again with the heavy beat of strong pinions, and In 
a confused huddle of black and white they dashed outward 
toward tbe sky.

Bang I 
bang l went two more shots, and another concluded to join the 
minority. The majority wheeled off down the Bight, and soon 
looked like an away-going flight of revolving arrows feathered 
with white and black. 
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There was not long to wait for the next shot, for when these 
birds fly at all they generally fly thick and fast as the 
night In this Southern land, and another flock soon loomed up in

as they settled into the water. Dull as a home without » baby 
must be the soul of him who could be coo and mOmM on the 
first day of his introduction to such noble birds as tbese.and 
Norton was a gentleman of refined sensibilities. H s hands 
trembled as he raised his head and gun over the edge of the box, 
his pulse bounded, and a strange Joy thrilled him like an electric 

shock, as he plant-d a full charge of shot fair Into the thickest 

Pa Llke a*flashthiTalr alove'the decoys was filled with a wild med- 
ley Hoping wdrgs and cries of “ Lh-oouk / " Two black and 
white bustling bodies dropped into the water with a splash at the 
crack of Belvllle’s gun, while Norton s second barrel roared 
vainly at the rest as they dashed away, until, from far across San 
Diego’s bay, the flutter of their white raiment faded into the dls-

'^LargeXcks of curlew still winged by, with their ringing note 
bunches of sulpe whisked over the box almost within artp s 
reach; sand pipers, wlllet. shore-plover, and waders of various 
kinds scudded past ; but all these looked contemptible now, and

“ Here come some more,’ said Norton’s friend and guide. 

“ Don’t move until I do. They're coming straight for us. 

There were fifteen or twenty in the flock, moving in a crescent- 
ebaped bunch. When they were almost over the box, Belvllle 
suddenly rose, and at the crack of his gun a ghostly display of 
linen in dithabilU instantly took the place of the trim, sable robes 
In which the visitors arrived, and two heavy birds.came whirling 
down into the mud, one to each barrel. Norton *|le guu 

andsaw a white and-black climbing body iu line with it, he pulled 
the trigger; a dlettnct ehiff was heard, and a few snowy feathers 
parted from their owner, which twisted, wiggled, lowered, swung 
off to the right, lowered again, then finally roee and flew off to 

join compa^ Ume to make up his mind,” said Belvllle.

Soun half a dozen lines and bunches rose in the horizon, and 
widening out and then closing up, stringing out ton bunch¬ 
ing again, they came in a long procession down the Bight, al 
black as they approached, white and black aB they passed just out 
of shot and nearly white as they faded In the sheen of the dis¬ 
tant water. Then came a single brant, fast fanning the air with 
a lonely “ wah-omtk!" and bobbing his black head and neck about, 
looking for company. At last, seeing the decoys, he swept 
around In a graceful curve, aet his winga, and rode down an iu 
visible decline, as swiftly and softly as a falling star. 

Bang! went one barrel of Belville’s gun, the shot skittering 
over the water beneath the bird. The brant swiftly picked up 
the legs be was lowering into the water, and traveled off at a 
rate that must have required wings and legs both, while two 
more "dogs of war” vainly barked in his fear. 

Yet still they come, a few up the Bight, but most of them from 
the sea Over the Band-banks and dunes they fly, black, thick, 
and swift, mass after mass. But Dearly all are now drifting 
silently past, without deigning to look at the decoys, for the tide 
has left the decoys aground, all except two or three which are 
still rocking In a few Inches of water. Now and then a flock, 
drawn a little out of the regular line of travel from the sea by 
curiosity or sociability, comes over to take a look at the 
celvers, but with little Idea of stopping. Occasionally, a bird 
whirls plunging Into the mud with a sullen thump, or comes 
struggling and flapping down at the crack of Belville'fi gun; but 
the greater number pass by with inviolate broadcloth and dignity 
uolowered. Thus flock after flock drift by out of reach. Strings 
of twenty, fifty, even a hundred, Bwlng by just nicely out of 

reach, and without turning even to look at the decoys. Belvllle 

and Norton would now gladly have shot at the lately despised 
curlew, but no more were flying. All were feeding, and they 
could be seen along the shores, ambling over the mud-flats by 
the hundred, along with wlllet, sandpipers, dowitches, snipe, and 
plover. Aud there were also brant, waddling along the outer 
edge of the tnud, looking large as turkeys in the mirage. These 
were the first that had been seen to touch ground voluntarily. 
Before long, nothing was on the wing but the tireless gull and 
the ever-hungry pelican and fish-hawk. The flight bad ceased, 
and there was nothing for the sportsmen to do but leave. 

“It needs a regular sink-box for tbla sort of thing, said Bel 
ville, as they started to gather their traps. “But then we had 
good enough sport.” - ...... ... 

“Splendid, I call it,” said Norton, who was delighted with his 
first experience of California shooting. 

The sun was fast sinking into the west, when a light buggy 
containing two ladles stopped on the high mesa, or table-land, 
back of San Diego. One of them drew from her pocket a strong 
opera-glass and looked out upon the smooth face of the bay. 

“Yes, there they are!” she exclaimed, turning it upon two 
small dots just coming out of the Spanish Bight. “I can see 
Charley plainly, aud the Doctor is rowing with his back this 
way." 

"Do let’s stop and look at the sunset,” said the other. “I 
have never seen the sun set on such a smooth sea and lu such a 
clear air as that yonder. I have seen him go down In a wild 
whirl of boiling waves or slowly drowning In a bath of fog. I 
have seen him rise with the pale glare that foretells a stormy day, 
or with the fierce, glassy face of a hot inornlDg. But this will 
be new as well as lovely." 

Long fleecy streams of cloud spanned the western horizon like 
q golden suspension bridge, while an outward-bound steamer, 
with her dark hull and rigging clearly cut upon the lake of 
crimson Arc beneath, was trailing her sooty banner against the 
brilliant back ground. Over the placid face of the still ocean 
the light shot landward in a long lane of carmine and gold, 
down which the steamer with her long smoky trail on the sky, 
making a filagree of ruby and jet, seemed drifting into a haven 
of Are.

The mountains of Mexico seemed to be swim¬ 
ming in a soft blue haze, and the bold rocky islands of the 
Pacific loomed higher and darker against the glowing southwest,

Two Weeks at Spirit Lake. 


Chicago, III. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Thinking some of your numerous 
readers might be Interested in a brief account of a hunting and 
Ashing expedition at Spirit Lake, Iowa, I will endeavor to recall 

a few Incidents of such an excursion made during the month of 

last October. _... . . . 

Having heard most glowing accounts of this section as furnish¬ 
ing a rare abundance of both game and flah, a party composed of 
Frank Bushnell, of Blue Island, Mr. Swart, of Chicago, and the 
writer, duly collected dogs, guns and Ashing tackle, preparatory 

to a fortnight’s sport. ...... . 

Our route was over the Iowa and Dakota division of the Mil¬ 
waukee & St. Paul road; our termination by rail was Spencer, 
Iowa, distant from Chicago very nearly five hundred miles. 

Leaving at nine In the evening, our first attention was given 
to dogs and guns, and having been assured that both were com¬ 
fortably and safely cared for in the baggage car, we lost no time 
in selecting our bertha and soon found ourselves pleasantly 
ensconced in a “sleeper” for the night. It was a rare treat in 
contemplation for us all, as Imagination had gone before and 
aided by the fascinating descriptions given us of this region, had 
already pictured the bountiful opportunities that were expected 
to be presented. It Is rare for the genuine sportsman to get to¬ 
gether on the eve of a hunt without yielding to the desire to re¬ 
call sporting reminiscences of the past and mutual hopes and ex¬ 
pectations for the near future. I am quite sure oar party spent 
an hour or so In this manner, ere " turning In” for the night 
Like most lovers of the sport, we could recall many disappoint¬ 
ments as well as pleasures In past experiences, and we were won¬ 
dering If the information upon which we were going would 
really prove as generous and satisfactory as had been predicted. 
The morning of the following day found ua well on our way, aud 
with no particular Incidents worth relating,and by the setting sun 
we were flylog on over the vast prairies of Iowa, and rapidly 
nearing our halting place for the olgbt. 

Sitting at the open door of the baggage-car, the sight was 
grand and promising; faraway as the eye could reach, one un¬ 
broken and unobstructed plain, with here and there thrifty little 
towns springing up as by magic, surprising products of the 
ceaseless wave of Immigration. But Old Hange, the favorite dog, 
has found other Bights than these for bis contemplation. Un¬ 
loosed for a temporary respite from hiB chain, with head well out 
of the open door, he snuffs the air, and keenly views the field. 

Whirr_and away goes a fine covey of chickens from almost under 

our train. They are hardly down ere another aod another rise 
and sail majestically away. Ah! thought we aU, what floe ahoot- 
I, j, • and yet we must leave It behind. There are plenty of lit¬ 
tle streams and small lakes frequently presenting to our view, 
aod they are nearly all dotted quite thickly with ducks. 
Thoughspecdlngon as with the wind, yet they are sufficiently near 
that the eye can readily discover several varieties, with plenty 
of upland plover aod jack snipes In close proximity. We began 
to think we had settled upon a point for location tod far ahead, 
and that we might be leaving the best hunting grounds behind, 
but we determined Inasmuch as we had started for Spirit Lake, 
go there we would, even though we should conclude to retrace 

° U lVr about seven p. m. when we reached Spencer, and estab¬ 
lished ourselves for the night. ... , . 

A brisk little town, full of enterprise, and almost every place of 
business displaying dog and gun, pre-euppoalog, as proved to be 
true, that most of the people lu this vicinity are Interested lu 
each sport. The village of Spirit Lake Is some twenty-four mllee 
from Spencer, connecting by stage, while Spirit Lake itself (from 
-which the little town takes Its name) Is situated some four or 
five miles farther on. As Is usual under such circumstances, we 
received all sort* of advice as to the beet piece to go to on the ; 


morrow, end I feer bed we listened to It all, we should have been 
much confused, but the morning found us, after a hearty break¬ 
fast, snugly seated in that rather uncertain covered vehicle they 
designate out that way “the stage.” It wss not a very preten¬ 
tious outfit, but it was certainly a positive change from travel by 
rail; so with good, fragrant Havanas, and under the Influence of 
the fresh and lnvlgoratlog morning air, we most cheerfully set 
off upon our journey. 

I have ofteu thought that after all one of the most pleasing 
and useful features of a hunting expedition, consisted not in the 
promiscuous and wholesale slaughter of so much game, as In the 
grand escape It offered from business confluemeot, the relaxation 
from care, the royal change from the gas aud smoke of a great 
city—with Its noise and tumult—to the pure, bracing aud 
quiet atmosphere of nature’s solitudes. Tims removed from tel¬ 
egrams and the perplexities of business cares, who shall Bay that 
its dreams and retroflexlous, its relaxation and rest may not add 
years to our lives, and make them belter and happier! 

Our stage ride had proved so cheery aud talkative that ere wo 
were aware of it, the larger porttou of our journey bad been left 
behind, and we found ourselves, about midday, hailing fora short 
refreshment at Lake Okabogee—a beautiful, large and nearly 
round body of water, surrounded by elevated shores, aud pre¬ 
senting quite picturesque scenery. 

This is a much frequented resort for sportsmen—there being a 
hunter’s lodge, a billiard and beer saloon, and an abundance of 
excellent boats. We were told that there was excellent flahtug 
to be had here, and that It commanded the beet hunting grounds, 
but we concluded to adhere to our original determination, and 
were soon moving on. We had not gone far ere our driyer in¬ 
formed us there was an opportunity presenting a little way from 
the roadside to try onr guDS; there being three tine mallards sail¬ 
ing about on a little pond, too tempting to pass by. I suppose It 
was because I was most In need of practice that the opportunity 
was mutually extended to give me the first shot of our bunt. 
The range was yet a pretty long one, when up they flew, and bang] 
bang! down came two of them—the falls belDg as pretty as could 
be deslied. This was an auspicious commencement, and at the 
same time a pleasant surprise, as it had been a long time etuce I 
had used a gun, and was therefore by no meaDscontldent. 

We were soon at the little village of Spirit Lake represented 
by several flourishing stores—and were brought up lo front of 
quite a nice, tidy looking hotel, claiming the title of the Mtnnie- 
hauken H use. Wo were met at ihe door by its proprietor and 
host, a Mr. Ed WellB, whom we afterward fouud to be every inch 
a gentleman, and a most excellent shot. We were at once made 
quite at homo, and our host soon arranged what proved to be an 
excellent programme for the coming sport. Here we were made 
acquainted with a Mr. Field and wife from Chicago, who were 
speudtog a few weeks’ vacation in this vicinity. Mr. F. Is an edi¬ 
tor and one of the roost inexhaustible story tellers to be met 
with—a good shot, and an active, genial fellow generally. He 
composed ooe of our party on several occasions thereafter, Mrt. 
F. distinguishing herself by catching the largest pickerel taken 
during our visit. 

The Inclinations of our party were more for hunting than Ash¬ 
ing, so that the greater part of our time was devoted to the former, 
although two or three days were given to the latter. An excel¬ 
lent, livery close by supplied us with a first class team, driver and 
conveyance, which we kept active for a uumher of days there¬ 
after. Hotel fare, $1; conveyance, #3 per day. 

The country all about Spirit Lake for many miles distant was 
made tributary to our dally hunting excursions, aud richly did it 
repay us, night lindtug ua comfortably back at the Mlnnehauken. 

The season was really a little advanced for chlckeus and not 
quite sufficiently late for ducks, geese and brant, but just right 
for a fair and equitable division of both at the same lime. Our 
host we found to be thoroughly acquainted with every Inch of 
ground thereabouts, and we very soon learned to rely upon his 
advice as to the direction we should take each day, and nearly 
always found It to 6e good and jleldlDg ample returns. I think 
wedtd not repeat any trip and never returned without our wagon 
6ox well stored with game. Two days were devoted to chlekens 
exclusively, the balance to ducks principally, and chickens when 
happening upon them. 

At flret our nightly arrivals at the lodge created but little at- 
tentlon, but it soon became understood that an Invariable and 
plentiful amount of game was to be looked for and we received 
thereafter q :lte a flattering reception. But It would take too 
loug to particularize the experiences of our hunt. Our party 
usually consisted of three, but sometimes was Increased to four 
and five, aud It generally happened that the night’s unloading 

would count up from seventy-flve to a hundred ducks and thirty 
to forty chickens. This was not considered anything special, 
bnt a very good average considering the exact period of the sea¬ 
son already alluded to. ... . 

We were fully convinced that these figures could be doubled 
on either game a little earlier or later, but we were well satisfied 
and had about all the shooting we could desire. Mr. Bushnell 
proved to be the “ crack shot ” of our parly, and merited well his 
home reputation as au old hunter, while Mr. Swart did most ex¬ 
cellently on chickens, but couldn’t quite manage the ducks. As 
to your humble servant, singularly enough the order was reversed, 
ducks yielding most flattering returns while the whirr and flutter 
of chickens was for some time the cause of many a hasty miss. 

The laBt afternoon and morning of our hunt was spent at 811- 
ver Lake, Borne fifteen miles away. We had heard that geese 
were beginning to come In In this vicinity and accordingly pre¬ 
pared Borne shells with “ 00 " Bbot. 

Tbla trip waa made without any decoya, and repaid ua as well 
as could have been expected, returning with two sand hill 
crat.es, one Urge white peltcau, and a goose that weighed eighteen 
pounds, besides some thirty-five of the largest mallards I ever 


The pelican measured eight feet from tip to tip of wings, and was 
shot a long way off with a Winchester carbine. He has passed 
through the taxidermist’s hands and now reels In my office. 

Onr fishing was done entirely at Spirit Lake, and In the main 
proved very satisfactory. Wall-eyed pike and pickerel were the 
principal varieties, and existed In great numbers; could be caught 
easily with an ordinary pole and line, with live frogs for bait, 
while quietly drifting with the current: the dbubI range of weight 
from five to ten pounds. I had a special desire for trolling, but 
found I could not catch so many as In the other way mentioned. 

Spirit Lake is moat delightfully situated, with high romantic 
banks, and presents a charming spot for the rural pleasure seeker. 
At present the accommodations are Inadequate, making It necessa¬ 
ry to take up one’a lodgtng at the town, sdme four miles distent. 
Camp Alexander, the offspring of a St. Louts club, rests upon a 
high and Jutting promontory overlooking the lake. It waa clean, 
novel, and In every way satisfactory an a camp, the table being 
supplied in the very best manner by a St. Louie negro cook. The 
boateand bait always ready, and every attention given to the 
comfort and happiness of Its guests. 

Although the meals here obtained put to shame those of Its 
more pretentious neighbor and competitor of the town Xbove, 
still the prioe was only twenty-five cents, with boats ahd bait 
supplied at the same figure. 

Take it all lu all, Spirit Lake an* vicinity offer rare and boun¬ 
tiful Inducements for the sportsman as well at tbe quiet pleasure- 
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Besker; and I am aure that our party look back to our vlait there look* very like a begging of the question, and all who have had

If a dog was required for what the writer termed “ cunning hunt-1 Ullawater 
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•* The benches, which must be open to let the urine through, 
should have binges and bookedn the wall, that they may (old up, 
lor the greater convenience of washing out the kennel; and they 
should be made as low sa possible, that a tired hound may have 
no difficulty In Jumping. Let me add, that the bolter should be 
o( caet-lron. . 

“ The rest of the kennel consists of a large court In front, 
which Is also bricked, baa a grass-court adjoining, and a little 
brook running through the middle of It. The earth Is taken 
out of It, la thrown up Into a mound, where the hounds In Sum¬ 
mer delight to alt. This court Is planted round with trees, and 
has besides a lime-tree aud some horse chestnut-trees near the 
middle of It, for the sake of shade. A high pale Incloses the 
whole, part of which, to the height of about four feet, Is 
close, the other open; the Interstices are about two Inches wide. 
The grass-court Is pitched near the pale, to prevent the bounds 
from scratching out. If you cannot guess the Intention of the 
poBts I have In the court, they are to save the trees, to which the 
urinary salts are prejudicial. If they are at Brat backward In 
comlog to them, bind some straw round the bottom, and rub It 
with galbanum. Tbe brook In the grass-court may serve as a 
stew; your flab will be very safe. 

“ At the back of the kennel Is a house, thatched and fuized up 
on both aides, big enough to contain at least a load of strgfpv 
Here.should be a pit ready to receive the dung, and a gallows for 
tbe Bash. Tbe gallows should have a thatched roof, and a cir¬ 
cular board at the posts of It, to prevent vermin from climb¬ 
ing up. 

11 A stove, I believe, Is made use of In some kennels; but where 
the feeder is a good one, a mop, properly used, will render It un¬ 
necessary. I have a little hay rick In the grass-yard, which I 
think Is of use to keep the hounds clean and floe In Ibelrcoats; 
you will find them frequently rubbing themselves against It; 
the shade of It also Is useful to them In Summer. If ticks at 
any time should be troublesome In your kennel let the walls of It 
be well washed. If this does not destroy them, the walls should 
then be whitewashed. 

“ In the Summer, when you do not hunt, one kennel will be 
sufficient; the other then may be for the young hounds, who 
should also have the grass court adjotnlog to It. It Is best at 
that time of the year to keep them separate, and It prevents 
many accidents wulch otherwise might happen; norBhonld they 
be put together till the hunting season begins. If your hounds 
are very quarrelsome the feeder may sleep In a cot in the kennel 
adjoining; and If they are well chastised at the first quarrel, bis 
voice will be sufficient to settle all their differences afterward. 
Close to the door of the kennel let there be always a quantity of 
little BwItcheB, which three narrow boards nailed to one of the 
posts will easily cootalu. 

“ My kennel Is close to the roadside, but It was unavoidable. 
This Is the reason wliy my front pale is closed, and only the side 
ones open. It Is a great fault; avoid It if you can, and your 
bounds will be tbe quieter. 

11 Upon looking over my letter I find I begin recommondlog, 
with Mr. Somerville, a high situation for the kennel, and after¬ 
ward talk of a brook running through the middle of It. I am 
afraid you will not be able to unite these two advantages, In 
which case there Is no doubt that water should be preferred. The 
mound I have mentioned will answer all the purposes of an emi¬ 
nence. Besides, there should be movable stages on wheels for 
the hounds to lie upon At any rate, however, let your soli be a 
dry one. 

“You will think, perhaps, my lodging rooms higher than Is 
necessary. I know they are considerably higher than Is usual, the 
Intention of which ts to give more air to tbe hounds; and I have 
not the least doubt but they are better for It. I will no longer 
persecute you with this unentertalnlng subject, but send you tbe 
plan of my own kennel, and take my leave of you.”

Scent and Pace. 

BV CAHACTACUS. 

There arc few subjects of greater moment to the sportsman 
than that of "scent.” It Is a matter of Interest alike to the fox- 
hunter, the “stagger," the “thlstle-wblpper,” and he whose pride 
lies In bis setters, hts pointers, or his spaniels. Scent Is a some¬ 
thing which has never been thoroughly fathomed. We may pre¬ 
sume that nature has done nothing without a reason, which 
would appear In this matter as a guide to certain animals In the 
tracing and destroying for their sustenance certain other animals, 
and thus keeping in order the balance of nature. How far or In 
what degree different species are gifted with the power of 6c.ent 
It Is Impossible to say, but. that some possess It In a much higher 
degree than others, Is certain. In the dog It la very pronounced, 
and capable of tbe most refined development. 

The causes of the variation of the odor emitted by animals 
under various conditions are not very clear; the atmosphere and 
the soil appear to be the principal agents, and more or less In 
combination with each other; but there are other Influences In 
connection with the phenomenon which are not so apparent as 
our curiosity would wish, for it would be satisfactory to know 
the causes which effect it. 

There Is no doubt the leading agent In the matter Is tbe at¬ 
mosphere, and the character of the soil comes next, tbe combina¬ 
tion of the two producing evaporation or absorption, as the case 
may be. 

Experience has taught us that different soils cause a variation In 
scent; that at the falling of the leaf, and before decay has fairly 
commenced, scent does not lie very well, especially In covert, and 
that motive governs its strength, all of which we can account 
for, but there are yet other Influences which we cannot, and It Is 
difficult to ascertain what scent really Is. The strongest appears 
to be that which is occasioned by the effluvium, or particles of 
scent constantly thrown off by the animal as It runs, and this Is 
most readily discerned when, by the gravity of tjie atmosphere, 
It Is kept “ breast high,” as it Is then neither a6ove the dog, nor 
does It cause him to stoop to pick it up. On a road or bard soil, 
where there la much flint, It generally falls, though not Invaria¬ 
bly, 'or dry fallows often hold a burning seen? even when It Is 
thick with dust. On well-drained arable land, scent Is generally 
Indifferent, which Is usually accounted for by the excessive evap¬ 
oration, On the other hand, but poor scent Is found on ground 
excessively charged with moisture, and this was warmly main¬ 
tained by Beckford, though many of hla opinions have been since 
dispelled by modern observation. Hla notion, for Instance, that 
8«ut would rarely ever lie well with a north or east wind, has 
been observed to be fallacious, and scent has at times been found 
excessively good when the ground has been saturated with wet. 
The best of scents have at times been known during fogs, but 
rarely when accompanied by much damp. It has been observed 
that a high scent will lie during a white frost, and the same on a 
frosty disappearance, but when frost la Just going off, It never 
*108 At ill. 

It la a generally received notion that when tobacco smoke smells 
strong scent la good, and vies vena, whch Is taken as a conclusive 
proof that the aroma ascends through the atmoephere< The 
«e»m of a railway engine affords a similar Illustration, sometime* 
ruing straight up, at others floating Is tbe air; tag os sas locally 


descending heavily, traversing, as It were, the earth In a dense 
cloud. The general state of the air may be very similar over a 
large extent of country, while the principle of evaporation msy 
vary In locality. This Is not singular, for we know that It will 
be floe and bright In one place and rainy or stormy In another. 

The Influence of water on scentappears to be both singular and 
unaccountable; It baa always been observed that an animal cross¬ 
ing through a body of water leaves no scent at all, not even a 
body scent; but a heavy rain appears rather to Improve matters 
than otherwise, and those that have hunted much with hounds 
know full well that they will often carry a dashing bead where 
the soil Is flooded Inches deep. 

Somerville remarks on evaporation as one of tbe causes of va¬ 
riation In scent, and thus expresses himself of the way in which 
scent ts emitted from the hunted fox: 

“ The blood that from the heart Incessant rolls 
In many a crltnsou tide, then here and there 
In smaller rills disponed, us It flows, 

Propelled, the serous particles evade 

Thro' the open pores, and with tbe ambient air 

Entangling mix. As fuming vapors rise, 

And bung udou the gently purling brook, 

There by th' Incumbeutatmosphere compress'd, 

The panting chase grows warmer as be flies, 

And through the network of the sktu perspires: 

Leaves a long streaming trail behind, which by 
The cooler air condens’d, remains, unless 
By some rude storm dispers'd, or rarefled 
By the meridian sou's inteoscr heal. 

To every sbrob the warm effluvia cling, 

Hang on the grass. Impregnate earth and skies." 

Different animals of the same Bpecies emit different scents 
under various circumstances and Influences. Health may bo the 
chief cause of this, but there Is something more, or else bow 
could a bloodhound stick with Buch unerring tenacity to the line 
of the quarry he ie first laid on? And aB a further illustration 
that some extraordinary difference between Individuals of the 
same species does exist, we cannot do better than Instance the 
fact that oftentimes tbe most ordinary bred dogs will track their 
masters through a crowd. 

The vegetable kingdom la not without Its Influence on sport 
— lavender, wild garlic. Bpearralnt, and other powerful sceuted 
berbB are highly prejudicial to scent “How can you expect any 
scent,” Bald the old huntsman, “wl’ them stinking wlolets all 
over the place 1" 

When a fox runs down wind hounds are compelled to much 
more care than when he rune against tbe wind. Beckford main¬ 
tained that “If a fox ahould run up the wind when flrat found, 
and afterward turn, be will seldom or ever turn again.” It has 
been observed, however, that thla la not Invariably the case, as 
foxes will mostly make for their point without reference to the 
points of the compass, or the quarter from which the wind comes. 

When all the circumstances which assist to affect scent are 
taken Into account there Is little wonder It should vary so In Its 
nature, and much as we may regret not being able to completely 
fathom the mysteries which surround the subject, we must rest 
content with making the best of that which observation and ex¬ 
perience reveal. 

It Is questionable whether the taint of sheep has the slightest 
Influence with hounds constantly In the practice of hunting those 
countries where that description of stock largely prevails. The 
sense of smell 1 b more capable of accommodating llaelf to cir¬ 
cumstances than any of the other four. 8ceDt, which Is the re¬ 
finement of that sense, however imperfectly we may be acquainted 
with Its subtleties, Is unquestionably under similar Influences. 
We have seen hounds carry their Hue most unhesitatingly, and at 
racing pace, breast high, though crossed and Intersected by flock 
alter flock. 

The question of prodigious speed In setters aud pointers Is s 
subject upon which, much difference of opinion exists. The Im¬ 
proved state of agriculture and many allied causes renders it 
necessary to encourage an Improvement on the pace that suited 
our forefathers; but at the same time It may appear to Borne 
that of late years the rage for excessive speed has been 
exercised at the expense of other merits equally, If not more, de¬ 
serving of consideration. Were it possible to cultivate an ex¬ 
traordinarily high development of pace together with a corres¬ 
ponding Improvement In nose and staying power, we could see 
little objection to Its consummation; but Dot only do we know 
this to be Impossible, but experience teaches that an excessive 
gain In any prominent quality Is at the corresponding loss or de¬ 
terioration of some others. This Is readily exemplified In the. 
horse, which loseB in physical strength directly In proportion as 
it gains In Bpeed. and by tbe same reason no man desirous of 
breeding good, honest draught stock, requiring stamina and 
power, would think of achieving his object by dipping largely into 
famous running blood. Ho might endeavor to get the best pace 
aud boldest action compatible with other considerations, but 
would be not acknowledge some limit) Tbe modern setter 
breeder, however, does nothing of the sort; but, aiming at a pace 
little Inferior to tbe greyhound's, loses sight of the fact that for 
a fair day’s work a dog must be possessed of certain bottom and 
endurance. The reason of this Is no mystery—the modern insti¬ 
tution of field trials Is the root of the evil. Between the " fleld- 
trlaler ” aud the honest Bhootlng dog there Is about the same dif¬ 
ference that exists between “ the flyer over hurdles ” and the 
weight-carrying banter. What matter if the field-trial crack 
could not last over half an hour, so long as during bis brief hour 
upon the stage he charms the judge and captivates tbe spectator 
by his prodigious speed and gay, lighthearted carriage) 

This excess of speed, which must detract from the animal's 
powers of endurance, and is probably gained, more or less, at tbe 
expense of nose, does not appear, however, to Interfere much 
with his staunchness, if at all; and this, of course, field-trial fol¬ 
lowers attach great Importance to, for they argue, with great 
show of reason, that so long as a dog Is thoroughly stannch It 
neither matters how fast he ranges or how far from the shooter 
he seta his game. Still wo repeat that the extra fast field-trlaler Is, 
as a rule, necessarily a dog without sufficient endurance to do a 
fair amount of work, and this being so, it proves that, contrary 
to their professed object of Improving the breeds that come 
under their Influence, field-trials, unfortunately, are doing much 
to damage that which It has coat years to establish.— Stock-Keeper 
and Fancier'! Chronicle. 


Mr. Whitman's Experience In Breeding. 


Chicago, III. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Some years since, when through the 
columns of tbe sporting papers the' ditcusslon of tbe relative 
merits of the so-called “ blue bloods" vs. uatlves.was at Its height, 
I ventured the assertion that as good, If not better, field dogs 
could be produced by crossing Imported dogs on our beat native 
bitches, than could be by contloued ln-breedlng of Imported spec¬ 
imens. I then said, In time I would chronicle the result of such 
breeding from my kennel, but I have neglected to do so until the 
present. 

I bad secured a pure Laverack setter dog, called Charm, a sou 
of Pride of the Border and Fairy, with which to make tbe test. 
Charm was not a handsome dogi neither bad be an enviable rep* 
utatlon as a field performer | but hla sire was one Who had proVed 

the getterjof (os stoek, both In Snglaad and this eonntry, tad 


notwithstanding Cbarm was by some considered worthless, I, being 
a believer In the Laverack blood, bought and still own him, hav¬ 
ing fonnd his progeny equal to any Imported dog from which I 
have bred. 

I crossed him with a lemon and white setter bitch, named Qlp- 
sey, a sister to C. F. Demuth’e Kate. Glpsey whelped while |ln 
possession of Mr. George Waddlngton, Geneva, Iowa. One pup 
was saved by him, his brother had one, and Dr. Tldd, of Geneva, 
had one. These sre all that I kept track of, and they were all 
first-class. The one kept by Mr. Waddlngton was named Tem¬ 
pest; rightly named, I might say, for no animal ever created a 
greater tempest than she did at tbe Minnesota field trials, where 
she was awarded aecond prize, beating several blue bloods at least 
three monthB older than herself. 

I then tried a cross from Bergundthal’s Rake, a Llewcllln, on 
the Prairie Ranger bitch Pearl, a splendid field performer, of a 
strain over which I had shot for many years, whose reputation 
as extra field dogs was admitted by all who had ever owned one, 
or seen-them in tbe field. From this cross four pups ODly were 
raised, viz: Prairie Belle, Prairie Rose,Prairie Queen, aud Prairie 
Grouse. Being desirous that these whelps should be In hands of 
parties who would thoroughly educate them, I gave Prairie Belle 
to Mr. R. B Morgan, Canton, Ohio. She was entered In the 
Puppy Stakes at the Minnesota field trials where she competed 
against several pure blues, handled by an expert trainer. She 
was but seven months old, while the blues against which she 
competed were ten months old; yet she won the first prize easily. 
Prairie Roae I presented to Mr. W. A. Wheatley, by whom she 
was entered In the Nashville field trials In the Puppy Stakes, and 
won the aecond prize, one of the celebrated Campbell strain of 
setters winning first; both beating tbe blues. Prairie Grouse 
was sent to Mr. Bergundthal, the owner of Rake. I was Informed 
by him at Vincennes that Grouse made a fine field dog. Prairie 
Queen I kept myself, aud sent her to Mr. Waddlngton to break, 
but she was not a favorite with him, as she did nol take to hunt- 
Ingjearly, bo I took her away and placed her Id the hands of a 
friend, whose dog had been stolen, leaving him with none to 
shoot quails over. After giving her a fair trial, he wrote me she 
would make a good one, said she had the best nose of any dog 
be had seen (or a long time, and was very staunch on a point. 
She was then over one year old. I still own her, and think her 
a fair, but not an extra good dog. 

My next cross was Charm on Pearl; of that cross I now own 
Beveral. Prairie Fly ie in the hands of Mr. R. B. Morgan to be 
trained, and If sbe proves all that he recommends her to be, she 
will be one hard to beat, and a credit to her breaker as well as 
breeder. Prairie Ranger wa6 placed In the hands of Mr. G. 
Waddlngton. At six months old he was ranging and hunting 
like an old dog; he will be a year old lu February, and has 
worked continually since six monthB old, and Is a dog I am not 
ashamed to hunt In company with the best of any breed. Prai¬ 
rie Thistle I gave to Mr. John Davidson, of Monroe, Mich. He 
was hunted at eight months old on quails in Missouri, showing 
fine hunting qualities, combined with great endurance. Mr. 
Davidson wrote me if I could breed such dogs as Thistle from 
native bitches I had better not try any others, as be was good 
enough for anybody. After seeing him In the field I thought so 
too, and had I not been a little late In attempting to purchase 
him, he having been sold when my letter arrived, I should have 
run him had I got him In the field trials of 1881. Prairie Pearl 
I gave to Mr. Stoddard, of Dayton, Ohio. When last I heard 
from her she had not proved as good bb I had hoped, but she 
was young and may have improved. I hope so as I was quite 
desirous Mr. Stoddard ahould have a good one, as he always ad¬ 
mired Pearl. Prairie Scout bad the dlatemper very severely, 
leaving him with signs of chorea and I gave him to the party who 
had him In charge to break. I have heard he got entirely Well, 
and was working well on quails. Prairie Punch I placed with a 
farmer to raise. During August, although quite young, he 
showed he was of the right sort, and In the Fall I took him home 
to Winter. Ho would point any bird or chicken at sight. Mr. 
Morgan, an ardent admirer of the breed, wauted to purchase one 
for his own use, and feeling satisfied from what I had seen of 
Punch that he would suit him, I sent him to him, advising him 
that he had a habit of pointing at sight. Mr. Morgan gave him 
a trial, but did not feel satisfied, consequently he was sold to Mr. 
Alden, of Ohio, with a full understanding that he had tbis fault. 
He was left with Mr. Morgan to break, and was taken by him to 
Minnesota with others he had, to work on prairie cblckena. On 
Mr. Morgan’s return be said to me that he was never more de¬ 
ceived In a dog In his life than he bad been In Punch; he had not 
a better dog In his Btrlng than be was. I was glad to bear this 
notwithstanding I bad a blue blood In the lot od which I had 
founded hopes of being a Field Trial Winner. Punch baa been 
worked this Fall on quails, and I have heard very flattering ac¬ 
counts of blm. His owner, I bear, has refused two hundred 
dollars for blm. He certainly 1 b worth it, If all accounts are true. 
Prairie Lark was lost before trained. None of this litter died, all 
are strong and healthy. 

I next bred Charm to Beauty, a sister of Pearl; she was then 
In the bauds of Mr. Valentine. I had two of the pups; one I 
gave to a friend, who was unfortunate enough to lose him by his 
hanging himself. The other I called Prairie Joe, was sent to Mr. 
E. H. Grubb, of Maksawba Club House, to have a little work on 
woodcocks before the prairie chicken Beason opened. Mr. Grubb 
claimed he was too staunch; that the birds were In very thick 
cover aDd he would not flush them. Mr. Grubb said be had a 
grand nose, to Illustrate which, he said he wanted some mallard 
ducks' eggs from which to raise decoy ducks, and felt sure some 
were neBtlog in a field near his residence; the first day he took 
Joe In the field he pointed staunchly three times, each time on a 
duck on her nest. This he thought remarkable, as he had been 
often In the field with other dogs who never noticed them, and 
Joe had never seen game before. In August, I took this dog to 
Mr. George WaddlDgton’s to be thoroughly trained. He has 
been worked by him considerably, and his report Is: “Joe Is 
fully equal Inwall respects to Ranger, and 1 think he will be his 
superior; bis speed and nose are remarkable, besides which he 
is easily handled; he has all the dash and endurance of the breed. 
I think were Mllley mine I would breed her to blm In preference 
to any other dog." Joe Is good Blze, lemon and white In color, 
with dark eyes and uoee, 

I have also bred Charm to Dr. ParsoDs’ Flp, a native setter, 
naturally a very good one, but not thoroughly trained. Of their 
progeny I had three pupa; two I placed In tbe hands of Mr. 0. 
Horns of Nebraska, during the Fall of 1879. He hunted them 
on quallB, which were quite abundant, and frequently wrote me 
glowing accounts of how well they were doing, claiming Pride, 
the dog, was the beBt he had worked for years, and the bitch to 
be also a fine one. I gave him the bitch. Pride he returned to 
me In the Spring of 1880. As I had quite a number of dogs I 
thought I would sell him, aud offered blm for one hundred dol¬ 
lars. This coming to tbe knowledge of Mr. Horns, who had re¬ 
moved to Chicago, be came to see me and advised me by all 
means not to part with Pride, at least until I had had an opportu¬ 
nity to see blm work on game. " For,” said he, “you never had a 
better dog, and I know If you work him one day you will not let 
him go.” The party to whom I had offered him would have 
taken him at one* If I would have guaranteed be was perfect, 
Vwt I could only tell him what hla breaker said, a* 1 never 























guarantee a dog that I have not myaelf worked. Judy, hla litter 
sister, was huutcd last season by Mr, George Waddlogton. She 
U a trifle faster than Pride, but In no other respect la she hla 
superior. As a brace, being of the same color, equal ta aUe. and 
hunting so Independently and well together, I entered them In 
the Brace Stakes at the Vincennes trials, and felt great confidence 
In getting them placed, but the brace stake not having 
rubbed, they did not run. Dr. Parsons has a very promising 
hitch from the same litter, and another bitch of^the sameflitter 
was no hliAly thought of by a sportsman who saw her « wort on 
prairie cMckfos to August, that he offered one hundred dollars 

for her, but she was not for sale. .._, , 

Besides the dogs alresdy mentioned, I bear olsiired 
by Charm, out of native bitches, that are said to be flratedass. I 
nrturally feel somewhat elated In having produced auch stock, as 
they have been sired by a dog considered, by many, worthless I 
amwilllng to give him the credit due. These experiment* have 
becnto me very satisfactory, ss I have bred and secured healthy, 
hardy dogs that for Held work are equal to any blue blooda I have 
bred? and I have bred many. Not a single one, to my knowl¬ 
edge, from any of the litters mentioned has died from dIwaM, 
and from the number raised the proportion of good field per¬ 
formers Is larger than those I have bred from pure bluce Much 
credit Is due to the parties from whom they received their field 
education, as they have faithfully performed their duty, returning 
me dogs over which there Is a pleaaure In ehootlng, and which I 
shall not feel ashamed to work In any company. ^

In a few days Frank 
os i 1 PJ >tf Dte and got a diarrhoea; gave caetorot) and laudanum to check 
and Ted raw beef, or which he took a little at Internals. November f7, 
appetite ffood and stools normal; November *9, Frank constipated, 
<*v« sulphur, castor oil, opsom aaita, of each a dessertspoon and ten 


drops spirits of turpentine. Next morning found near kennel large 
tape worm (Tenia solium) probably twenty feet loug; looks of dog good 
but a slight Jerking noticeable In too flanks. December 8 , Frank vom¬ 
ited a slimy mass—fully one pint—which contain^ pieces and single 
sections of tape worm; the whole had a pink,bloody-Hketcolor; appetite 
fair; next day he vomited a similar mass; gave two tablespoonfuls of 
castor oil, no more of tape worm visible. December 9, bis eyes glued 
up with brown matter and getting weak in back. Now gave the follow¬ 
ing medicine: Elixir callsaya, Iron and bismuth one onnee, syrup tolu 
two ounces, syrup squills two drams, tincture aconite root thirty drops, 
water to make four ounces. Gave a dessertspoonful every three hours 
and In addition morning and night a quinine pill of two grains. De¬ 
cember 11, Frank's appetite good, stools and water normal; after lying 
a while he labors to get up and does not stand well on legs;eyea crusted 
with brown matter, uose bard and dry; greased with clean lard. De¬ 
cember 15, Frank staggers much and jerking In side getting worse, eyes 
almost free of matter. Continued the quinine pills up to December 20. 
Have now substituted the following: One pill morning and night com¬ 
posed of nux vomica half a grain, potassium iodide live grains, syrup 
to mix; also clipped off the hair from over the loins and applied lunar 
caustic dissolved in water—the latter did not draw much. December 
22, Frank Is stiffening np and have now Increased the nux vomica to 
one grain; eyes are getting crusted with brown matter again, bowels in 
good order; drinks no water, the jerking continues, appetite good, can 
not stand np. December 26, have discontinued pills, am now not 
giving any medicine, Is quite stiff in back aud legs. Rubbed with 
woolen rags for about fifteen mluutea, morning, noon and night, and 
find it to do him good. After rubbing be can stand up aud gut around 
a little. May I hope to restoro Frank's full strength and vigor? Dur¬ 
ing all the time 1 fed Frank good food, throe times a day, such as leun 
beef ent small and boiled and thickened with corn meal, bread, scraps 
from the table, etc. Has not fallen off In flesh, and is In splendid form, 
weighs about sixty pounds. Has no offensive odor. The above reme¬ 
dies were taken from the Chicago Field. Ans.—Your treatment was 
very (rood, a little heroic In one or two Instances, except the raw beef 
when be had dlarrluea; that was wrong, beef Is loosening but mutton Is 
binding, especially when in soup thickened with rice or starch. Then 
your dux vomica pills were not strong enough nor long enough contin¬ 
ued to do any good. The tape worm you bad better Jet rest for the 
present, ana treat the paralysis. Blister the back same as before, aud 
repeat It till yon get a good blister. Your pills should contain from 
one grain to four grains each of nux vomica, gradually Increasing from 
the one to the four-grain dose in the course often days, then continue 
with the four-grain dose till you notice rigidity of the muscles alter 
taking a pill; let them contain aboQt five or six grains of Iodide of po¬ 
tassium ; give them regularly morning aud night. Do not feed too high; 
let the food be light aud not too large In quantity. If this succeeds we 
will tackle Ihe tape worm. Bend ns the worm by mail If yon can get It 

Molar, Henderson, Ky — I have just gotten possession or a seUor dog 
(English), six years old, that is the finest duck dog I have ever seen, and 
be le terribly afflicted with canker lu both oars, one of which has beun 
running for three or four years and the other for about that many rnomhs. 
There is considerable discharge from both ears, which le very offensive, 
and seems to give him great pain. I am washing them out during the 
last four days with water and castile soap and putting a teaspoon nil of 
alcoholic camphor in each ear once a day. He is In just good hunting 
flesh and In perfect health In every other way. If you will give me 
latest approved treatment and what you think of my chances of a cure, 
you will greatly oblige one who has been a subscriber from the time 
you first began, and expects to coullnuc os long as it keeps its place at 
the head oft he sporting press—where it now stands without a rival. 
Aus.—In consequence or the length of standing of the disease lo the ear 
you have a tedious case before you; and In order to accomplish any 
beneficial results must persevere for a very long lime and lu the face of 
many relapses, which are extremely discouraging. In the oar not so 
long diseased the treatment will have Its effect sooner. But under tiny 
clrcumstauccs the cuie of canker in the ear is tedious; especially when 
the dog Is used for duck shooting. Fill each ear with a saturated solu¬ 
tion of bicarbonate of soda and let it remain In each time five minutes, 
and then let it run out. Apply to each ear twlcu In succession so as to 
thoroughly cleanse the ears. Immediately after the application of the 
bicarbonate of soda fill the ears with undiluted alcohol, which allow to 
remain in five minutes each time applied. Use the treatment twice a 
day. which will give you half an hour's work In the moruiug and the 
same at night. 

J. W T., Boston, Maas —Please Inform me whether a bitch after 
having been properly spayed ever comes in bent. A friend of mine lo 
whom I presented a fine bitch puppy bad hei spayed when she was 
.about four or five months old. She Is now about eighteen months old 
and In heat (bleeding). I contend that she was nor properly spayed 
while the party who spayed her, and several other parties who claim to 
be posted on snob matters, claim that spaying a bllch does not prevent 
her from coming in beat, bat simply prevents her from having pops 
Who Is right? Ans.—You are right. There la no doubt at all In onr 
minds about the matter. If a bitch Is spayed before the first heat she 
will never come lu heat, but ir an old one that has been bred 1 s spayed 
she may from force of habit come In heat once or twice, but will not 
continually, nor Is sbe sure to, even once. We mean by spaying, an 
operation to entirely remove the ovaries: if it Is well done they arc not 
11 kcIv to come in beat, and certainly cannot breed, but It Is quite possi¬ 
ble that In your case there was a small part of odc of the ovaries left 
which heated and developed a« though nothing had ever beeu done to 
It. We have examples of each In our possession; several that wc 
spayed at three to eight months old that never have come In heat any 
more thau If they were not females, and one that was spayed about five 
years ago by a so-called veterinary surgeon, for which he was paid, that 
has uot only come In heat regularly, bat has a litter of pups every time. 

H. A. B., Leetonla, Ohio —I have a very nice bine belton pup 
six months old, that has the straw In left eye, quite enlarged, and pro¬ 
trudes as large as a large-sized pea; the eye does not appear lo be in¬ 
flamed, nor eore, neither is the straw very much inflamed Can you 
advise me of the best and speediest way to reduce Il,as it preseuts a bad 
appearnuce. and I dislike to have it so. By an answer you will place 
mu under further obligations. Ans.—The best And speediest wav of 
reducing It Is to employ either a first-class veterinary surgeon, or your 
family physician, and nave the protruding portion removed. It is a 
delicate operation, and you had better not attempt It yonrself. 

O. F. C., Taylorvllle, 111. —How do dogs get the name of beltons, blue 
and lomon beltons, etc. Ans.— 1 The term “ belton ’’ bas beeu adopted 
to express a combination of colors, and is as correct as usage can make 
any term. It Is applledto a mixture of black and white, either in the 
form of a ro&n or to a white ticked, I. spotted with minute black 
spots; lemon beltons are similarly marked with lemon Instead of 
black. 

n., Chicago, Ill.—My English greyhound has what I suppose lo be 
mange, continually scratching himself oil his lower parts until rbe hair 
is nearly off: has a small raw sore on hls head, aud Is iu very thin flesh . 
WbAt can l>e used as a remedy? Ans.—Wash the spots with soap aud 
watemo remove all scabs and scurf, then, when dry, rob well in an 
ointment-of sulphur tnd lard, mixed Id eqnal parts.

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THE EUROPEAN QUAIL. 

Whether the European or Messina quail can be successfully 
acclimated or not is a question yet to be settled. 

The general impression is, and we entertain it also, that the 
efforts made to add another to our list of game birds by the im¬ 
portation of the foreign quail will be in the end successful, but 
60 far, we bare oo facts on which to base an opinion, only tbe 
wish father to tbe thought. 

It is important that we should gain all the information possi¬ 
ble to determine the migratory habits of these birds. We therefore 
trust that our readers in the South will keep a lookout for them, 
aud report the date their presence was, or may be first discovered, 
and their departure in the Spring. . We also hope our readers In 
thOBe localities in tbe North, where they were turned out, will 
keep a sharp lookout for their return in the Spring, and advise 
the public through our columne. 

We have not yet heard from Mr. Horace P. Tobcy, who has 
been Instrumental in Introducing the European quail, whether 
he Intends to give his attention to importations this year, bnt we 
have no doubt he will; and Bbould he, we hope equally as 
many, if not'more, will be Imported this year than laatyear; 
for we have great confidence in the succesa of acclimating them, 
and believe that ultimately they will be sufficiently numerous to 
afford good shooting, for they are a hardy bird and delicious 


eating. 

The following letter from our old friend, Col. Skinner, form¬ 
erly the veterau field editor of the Turf, Field aud Farm, will 
be read with interest; It was the receipt of this letter from 
tbe Colonel which aroused us to the importance of gaining the 


Information sought regarding the European quails. 

Now, my dear Rowe, that the readers of the Cbicaoo Field in¬ 
clude—to use the comprehensive expression of the immortal victor 
of Buena-VIsta—“ All the world and the rest of mankind,” may 
we not get some valuable Information upon the migration of the 
foreign quail! Have they been seen anywhere among the Gulf 
States! or in New or old Mexico! and have they reappeared in 
tbe Spring in the Eastern states where they were originally turned 
down ! or has the experiment proved a failure! 

Spite the acuteness of our ablest naturalists, there still Ungers 
a deal of obscurity around this mysterious instinct of migration, 
much of which might be dispelled by your numerous readers in 
the 8outb, if they would only take the trouble to communicate 
to the Chicago Field such observations as they mBy have made 
upon tbe arrival and departure of tbe quails to and from their 
respective Btates. 

My friend and neighbor, Mr. Charles Short, of Short Hill, 
Hamilton county, Ohio, turned out rather late in May last, a- 
dozen of the Messina birds; they were not seen again nntll late 
in September, when three or fonr fledglings of quite a large 
covey were accidentally decapitated by a laborer who was mow¬ 
ing the lawn for the second time quite near the house. Another 
large covey was reported in a meadow not far off, and yet another 
under the bluff-on tbe margin of the Ohio river. These birds 
have all departed without ever having been disturbed, except in 
the case mentioned, while with us; but whither have they gone, 
and bow far southward? is tbe problem I would have solved. 

Mr. Short has taken steps to Import into this part of Ohio a 
dozen or more English hares; as the climate Is In every way suit¬ 
able, and as be has several thousand acres of land in one body 
thoroughly protected I have little donbt that they will increase 
and multiply, and within two or three years enable us to enjoy 
one of tbe most delightful of all field sports—hare bunting with 
beagles. 

I was, as yon may remember, the first to suggest. Robins’ Is¬ 
land as the best place for the Eastern Field Trials. Let me offer 
another suggestion, and that is that the Island be used also for 
the acclimation of such foreign game as is likely to thrive in lts 
climate. 

I hold the acclimation of foreign game as by far tbe most im¬ 
portant subject that can engage the attention of our sporting 
clubs; next in Importance to the introduction of new varieties of 
flab. 

I observed when in 
France that the deer were preserved from extinction, as by tbe 
way the pheasants are in England, by an absolnte prohibition to 
kill the femalee at any and all seasons. Coaid anything be done 
to prohibit the killing of does In this country?

THE FISHERY AWARD. 

Tbe open charges of fraud, in tbe management of the English 
side of the arbitration of this question, render it an absolute 
necessity that such charges should be investigated, and if sus¬ 
tained, proper reparation should be made to onr government. 

It will be remembered that the differences between the two 
countries, upon this question were, by agreement, submitted to 
arbitrators, but such arbitration merely went to the extent of the 


the representatives of tbe two governments, that the United 
States should pay to the Canadian government the value of tbe 
twelve years’ fishing In Canadian waters conceded to American 
fljberman, leas the value of Canadian fish and fish oil admitted 
free to American markets. This basis of settlement was fixed 
by the treaty of Washington. 

It would seem, then, that the arbitration was a mere question 
of figures, the different values to be arrived at by means of 
statistics furnished the arbitrators by the agents of the respective 
governments. 

For this purpose England and America appointed agents, 
whose duty it was to prepare and verify the statistics of exports 
and Imports which were to form the basis of the arbitration. 
These statistics were, mostly, official, and obtained from the 
custom-house returns of both countries. 

It would seem, under such circumstances, almost an Impossi¬ 
bility for fraud to become an element in the settlement. 

Professor Henry Y. lltnd, Compiler Aoylltical Index Docu¬ 
ments, Halifax Commission, however, asserts openly, and has so 
notified the Eagllsh Secretary of Foreign Affairs, that the tabu¬ 
lated statements of values laid before the arbitrators by the Eng¬ 
lish agent, Francis Clare Ford, Esq., were fraudently and know¬ 
ingly falsified In the interests of the English side. In answer, un¬ 
der date of December 5, 1878, the Marquis of Salisbury replied: 
“The United States Government has paid to Her Majesty’s Gov¬ 
ernment the sum of *5,500.000, awarded by the Halifax Fish¬ 
eries Commission, and that in consequence the question cannot 
be re-opened.’’ 

Prof. Hind furnished this information to the British Govern¬ 
ment July 17,1878,four months before the payment of theawards 
was made by the United States, underprotetl. Hie letter to tbe 
Governor General says: "The whole of these fish-trade tables, 
taken In the aggregate and in the averages deducted from them, 
and used In argument, are huge forgeries, entirely altering the 
fish-trade relations of the Dominion, with the United States, 
daring the different fiscal periods.” No official notice, as yet, 
hss been taken of these charges. 

Much more than a question of dollars and cents is Involved in 
this subject. To quote from the expression of one high in 
official power in England: “ Money is dust in tbe scale as com¬ 

pared with honest dealing in the relations between tbe two coun¬ 
tries.” And so we believe, and we fail to Bee what injustice can 
be done either party by a thorough re-examination of these mat¬ 
ters. 

The United States, ss well as the English government, have 
committed themselves to the policy of peaceful arbltratiou upon 
all disputed points, and yet if the agents of either country are to 
enter into such settlements, with the feelings of, and using tbe 
same means, that two unscrupulous horse jockeys would in mak¬ 
ing a horse trade, such modes of settlement would soon be ” more 
honored In the breach than the observance.” 

We have refrained from the expression of any opinion as to 
which party is in the wrong in this matter, for In onr view of 
the esse It can make no difference. We should as strenuously 
call for a “new deal,” were the charges of fraud made against the 
American agent. Let a fall and complete investigation be had, 
and let the blame fail upon the guilty party. 

It wrong has been done by either side, let tbe amende honorable 
be made. We cannot believe the English government has been 
intentionally dishonest in this matter, bnt Her Majesty’s adyis' 
era may have been misled. Otherwise it would carry a convlc 
tlon terrible to contemplate, and alike repnlslve in the cottage or 
on tbe throne. 

WORTHY OF IMITATION. 

The Luzerne County Sportsmen’s Club, of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
offer the following list of prizes for the destruction of foxes, 
skunks, minks, weasels, hawks and owls, the natural enemies of 
game birds. If similar action were taken by organized clube, in 
every section, sportsmen would find a large increase in all kinds 
of game durlug tbe eboo'.ing season. We have no doubt that 
greater slaughter is caused i ach year by such vermin than by tbe 
gun of the legitimate sportsman: 

First prize.—A fine double-barrel breech-loading shot-gun, 
value about 150. Second prize.—A fine double-barrel muzzle- 
loading shot-gun, value about (25. Third prize.—A flue single- 
barrel muzzle-loading shot-gun, valued at (12. Fourth prize.— 
A set of loading Implements valued at (7.50. Fifth prize.—A 
fine hunting knife and sheath valued at (5. 

In order to make all things eqoal, the various hinds will be 
coanted as follows: Foxes, three; skunks, three; weasels, two 
and one-bail; hawks, two; minks, tyro; owls, one. 

It will take at least a score of 200 to win the first prize, 100 to 
win tbe second, fifty to win the third, thirty to win the fourth, 
and twenty to win the fifth. The scalps of foxes, sknnhs, minks, 
and weasels, and the heads of hawks and owls, will be received ss 
evidence. 

Any party competing can send the evidence to the hardware 
store of J. W. Patten & Co., Wilkes-Barre, Pa., where the sender, 
will receive credit for the score killed. The evidence must be 
accompanied with affidavit that tbe vermin was killed by the 
competitor within the limits of the county of Luzerne, between 
the dates of November 1, 1880, and November 1, 1881. 

The party making tbe highest score before November 1,1881, 
will receive the first prize, and tbe next highest score Wtll win the 
second prize, and so on to the fifth, subject to the sbo^e provis¬ 
ions. All scores will be counted up on November 1, 1881, and 
the result published in two couoty papers 
The first prize in the contest of '79-’80 was won by Asa 
Blodget, of Hanovfer, with a score of 628 points. The second 
prize was won by H. H. Monroe, with a score of 359 points. Tbe 
total vermin killed by contestants of 1879 and 188U was aa fol¬ 
lows: Foxes, fifty-four; skunks, three hundred and thirty-one; 
minks, thirty-eight; weasels, thirty-two.; hawks, nine; total 
killed fonr hundred and eixty-four; total score, 1,297 points.

THE ILLINOIS FI8H COMMISSION. 

We are pleased to see that Governor Cuilom, In his message to 
the legislature, referring to the Illinois Flab Commission, draws 
tbe attention of the legislature to the tact that “ The subject of 
the propagation of food fishes is one of great Importance to the 
state,” and recommends that “ Ample provision be made for 
continuing thrf work daring the next two years.” Governor 
Cullom's remarks are timely and pertinent, and we truBt they 
will not fall dead on the ear of tbe legislature; and we have rea¬ 
son to believe not, as there are in tbe House and Senate sports¬ 
men who are Interested in the propigatton of fish as well as in the 
protection of it and game. 

The appropriation two years ago was meager in tbe 
extremo—only one thousand dollars; but It was all 
that could be got, and as it was the first appropri¬ 
ation, it was regarded, by those Interested in the sub¬ 
ject, as an entering wedge, with the hope that it 
would lead to a more liberal and suitable appropriation 
this year. Tbe legislature must bear in mind that tbe appropria¬ 
tion they are asked to make is for planting food, which will re¬ 
turn a thousand-fold, and thereby benefit the people of the state 
very much more than In any other way the same amount could be 
invested. 

We would draw the attention of the legislators to the 
fact that tbe Fish Commissioners lack the official authority to 
prosecute violator* of the fish-laws, and can only prosecute as 
private Individuals. This should be remedied, and they should 
not only be empowered, but should be compelled to take cog¬ 
nizance of violations of tbe fish-laws, and failure to do bo 
should be considered malfeasance in office, and ground sufficient 
to authorize the Governor to remove the commissioner falling in 
his duty lu this respect. There is no use propagating fish fora lot 
of vandals to destroy—a fact which we have at different times 
drawn attention to; to do so Is to waste labor, time and money. 

Captain Booabdus Accepts Dh. Carver’s Challenge.—

Meeting of the Central Fish-Cultural Association. 

(Continued from page 884). 

Mr. Wm. H. Ballou, of Evanston, read tbe following paper 
entitled, “Protection of Fishes of Lake Michigan,” as follows: 

Since 1876 tbe whlteflsb Industry of Lake Michigan has been 
on tbe wane. Indeed, the catches have been so light of late that 
many pound nets have been left to their fate and the owners have 
sought more profitable employment. Not, many years ago the 
angler who cast his fly off the lake shore from some craft or pier 
was often rewarded by a fine trout. Of late no such welcome 
bite greets tbe efforts of the Idler to the lower part of the lake, 
nor In fact do we now eee the fisherman wending his way home 
with the old-time long string of perch. These remarks apply to 
Southern Lake Michigan. What troubles the waters of the lake, 
and why have our game fishes become so scarce In their ac¬ 
customed haunts? Tbdtie are grave problems for consideration; 
so grave that It devolves on this association to take such action 
at this meeting as will Influence legislation toward a better pro¬ 
tection of common Interests. 

Why protection Is needed. Nearly every article of commer 
clsl value Is afforded some protection, either by nature or the 
laws of man. Tbe laws regulating tbe destruction of game birds 
and mammals are very rigid. Those relating to the fishes of rivers 
and Inland lakes are likewise strict. Strange as It may seem, 
when one considers the staunch laws of New York relating to 
Ontario's waters, Lake Michigan, entirely an American lake, la left 
alone, and Its Inhabitants given over as prey during all seasons. 

Disappearance of Whlteflsh. The remarkable fact of the dis¬ 
appearance of white fish of late has been noted above. In the 
latter part of July, the Inter Ocean Intrusted to me tbe solution of 
this Intricate question. In an article published on the 39th of 
that month I gave the results of my Investigations, which I Incor¬ 
porate In part here. These fish seek the deep portions of the 
lake In cold and hot weather, where they find an equal tempera¬ 
ture, sufficiently warm for Winter and cold for Summer. They 
leave their Winter quarters about the 30th of May, and scatter 
along the coasts to their accustomed feeding grounds. In latter 
October and November they leave the feeding for the spawning 
grounds. It la during these Fall migrations that some stringent 
law should prevail for tbelr protection. By means of tbatterribie 
machine of destruction, the gill-net, literal vast numbers of whlte¬ 
flsh are secured by fishermen who follow them In their migration. 
If there Is any law which ought to deal with rigidity, It Is that 
one which will effect tbe total annihilation of the gtll-net. It 1s 
a fact of my own obiervatl >n, substantiated by Mtlner and others, 
that during October and November, when 6pawn Is ripe In the 
whlteflsh, these obnoxious nets and the boats of fishermen fairly 
reek in the milt and spawn of captured victims. Is It any won¬ 
der that these fish are growing scarce; that not only consumer, 
but fisherman should cry to legislative balls for protection. 
Correspondence relating to this subject has been placed In mj 
hands by the Chicago Field, which exhibits a widespread In¬ 
terest In this matter. By careful study of tables of the Industry, 
I have determined that the decrease of whlteflsh in Lake Mich¬ 
igan Is35 percent, per year for the last twenty years. I shall 
not discuss the minor causes of destruction In this paper, but 
ehall deal with the one great source of evil. Prof. Milner has 
ably examined these minor causes, but left totally untouched, the 
fact that In violation of an unwritten law, tens of thousands of 
female whlteflsh were being takeD when ripe with spawn. This 
Is the great consideration with which we need only to deal, to 
have the lake once more prolific with an abundance of choice 
fishes. I shall therefore offer a recommendation to tblB associa¬ 
tion relative to this point at the conclusion of this paper. 

Catalogue of Flabea of Lake Michigan.—There are at least 
ninety-eight species of fish Inhabiting Lake Michigan,all of which 
should come under the law of protection. Milner gave a list of 
about sixty species, In the report of the U. 8. Fish Commission 
for 1873-78. The nomenclature of nearly all of this has been 
totally revised since. I have made use In this list, of my own 
material and all publications from which anything could be 
gleaned. * I found the proof sheets of the forthcoming Bulletin 
of the State Laboratory containing Prof. Forbes’ paper relative to 
the dietary habits of fishes very accurate and ueeful. Prof. Jor¬ 
dan’s “Manual of Vertebrates,” which I followed largely for no¬ 
menclature, I found entirely void of the first lota of Information 
relative to breeding habits. This otherwise exceedingly valuable 
and Indispensable work seems sadly deficient In this particular. 
One line to a species would at least Btate the time of spawning. 
Tbe following Is tbe list: 

I. Black-sided darter; blenny darter, Alvordius maculalus. A 
curious and elegant fish. 

3. Fan-tailed darter. Elheostoma JtaMlaris. An abundant 
species.

before starting I was careful to stow away In my bunUng coat 
pocket my favorite “ fluted Skinner," and the usual bed cord 
fine which never failed to bring In everything It hooked on to.

I verily believe the fly struck a dozen 
rushes before I could get the line straight, and the book caught 

6V Ab It was getting tiresome I stepped Into a boat that was lying 
near and shoved clear of reeds and brushes and tried It again ; 
this time with better success, and managed to lay the line out 
straight, and only about half of It struck the water before the fly, 
but I was dumfounded to see a rush .and break, and away went 
fly fish and the line, whizzing. Snch music as that reel made I 
had never heard before. Fortunately the fish was so ravenous be 
had hooked himself, as I nevqr thought to strike, and before I 
could recover he had about twenty yards of line, and was doing 
his level best on the last five. I tell you, then, I thumbed that 
line for dear life, raised my rod and succeeded In checking him 
with about six turns of the line on the reel; then he broke and 
took a survey of the situation, and after three or four minutes 
running, gave up.

Editor Chicago Field :-In a recent Issue of the Chicago 
Field I noticed a communication from Mr H. C. Glover, of 
Tom's River, N. J., In which Mr. Glover presents facto that 
should receive more than a passing glance from all true sports- 

m Mr. Glover says that the growing scarcity of game throughout 
the country demands that we give It protection. Besides enforc¬ 
ing the laws, protection from its natural enemy, the hawk. Is very 
necessary, for where hawks are numerous, there Is probably as 
much game destroyed by them as Is killed with the gnn. 

Now, I fully agree with Mr. Glover In all he says In regard to 
the ravages of the hawk upon our game birds, and base my belief 

upon ocular evidence. . ,, 

In the Fall of 1879, while punnlrg for partridges, a few milea 
below this town, I was In the act of beating a place in which I 
knew there was a fine covey of birde. I had not proceeded very 
far when unexpectedly a hawk arose a few feet In advance of me. 

I at the same time discharged a load of No. 8 e at him,with good 
results, and having always known that It required dexterous 
movements to get within good killing distance of these birds? I 
was struck at the cloee proximity In which this bird allowed me 

^ curiosity being aroused, I proceeded .to the pUce frotn 
which It arose, and there, to my surprise, I ou ^ th « ' eath f r ® <1 
remains of a bird, and from appearances but a short time killed. 
Also the partly eaten remains of another bird (both partridges), 
the latter evidently but a few seconds killed, as it was still warm 

with the heat of life. ..... i 

Aa the birds were calling, and evidently scattered, and several 
other hawks were hovering around the immediate vicinity, I 
led to believe that these carnivorous wretches were all feasting 
upon the very birds that I had watched for wveral weeks previous 
to the open season, and come for at that time, with mind Intent 
upon having a grand day’s sport; and onlytoflnd wbatwaeoncea 
fine covey of thirty birds was now reduced to nine, and destroyed 
bv hawks. The tenant of the place on which I had fouDd these 
birds, told me that no gnn had been fired on the farm since rail 
shooting season, and, as the place where these birds used is with¬ 
in seventy-five yards of his house, he had good reason for knowing 
this, snd as he Is a man of undoubted veracity, I was fully con¬ 
vinced, after finding these dead birds, and under such circum¬ 
stances, that the twenty-one missing birds were aU destroyed by 
hawks I then and there declared war upon all the hawkB that 
came within killing distance of me, and have advised all my 
brother sportsmen to do likewise. 8ince then I have killed some 
ten or twelve hawke, and I think every hawk that Is killed Is 
twenty birds saved. I shall continue to kill them as long as I 
am able to Indulge In field aporto. ... 

Mr Glover says (aud In which I fully concur) that if the dlt 
ferent game protective associations would offer io much a head, 
sav twenty-live cents, for all hawk ecalps produced, It would cause 
a great Increase In game birds. I will substantiate Mr. Glover 
by reciting the fact that In Kent county, of this state, they have a 
legislative enactment whereby a reward of fifty cento is paid for 
all hawk and owl scalps produced, and affidavit made that they 
were killed in aaid county and state, and the result Is some four 
or five hundred are killed annnslly ; while In this (New Castle) 
county, which joins the above named county, we have no such 
law • the consequence Is, In Kent j»unty they have twenty-five 
birdk to our one. I think Mr. Von Oulln can bear me out In the 

last two or three sentences. _
